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Explanation of the Plates. 



Plate 65. — Glass Vessels by J. and L. Lobmeyr, Glass 
Manufacturers in Vienna. 

These specimens are made in crystal covered with 
a thin coating of coloured glass, either pink, light- 
green or blue, the cut-in hollows showing the crystal. 
The ornamental bands etched in yellow, outlined with 
gold on frosted ground, all the other parts of the 
glass transparent. 

We now commence a series of illustrations of objects 
of Art-Industry, figuring at the Paris Exhibition, and 
chosen from amongst the most remarkable, most perfect 
and most characteristic works of the day. 

Plate 66. — Cane Chairs, from the designs of Ihne and 
Stegmiiller, by J. Pingel in Berlin. 

Very convenient and appropriate in form, and 
can be manufactured at a very modest price. 

Plate 67. — Cabinet, designed and manufactured by 
Henry Sauermann, Cabinet Maker in Flensburg. 

Plate 68. — Steel Mounts with Etched Ornament, from 
designs of Lancelot, by Theron in Paris. 

These mounts represent enriched handles of dra- 
wers, and lock plate of a press in plain oak intended 
for an artist's studio. 

Plate 69. — Album Cover, Interior, by E. de Zuloaga in 
Madrid. 

We represent here the interior of the Album Cover, 
described and illustrated in our last. The ornaments, 
incrusted with gold and silver on iron, are executed 



according to that ancient process, especially known 
and practised by the Indians, for the successful imi- 
tation and revival of which we have to thank the 
author. 

The work of damascening or incrustation, with 
gold or silver on iron or bronze, with silver on gold, 
and with gold on silver, is executed by roughing the 
surface of the metal to be damascened with a fine 
file, after which the design is laid out in threads or 
leaves of beaten gold or silver and fixed by pressure. 
The work is completed by polishing with the burnisher. 
Other manufacturing processes of the same are these ; 
the design is engraved with* the chisel, roughed with 
the file, leaf gold pressed into the cavities, the excess 
of the metal being removed with wadding; or the 
rough ground of gold or silver ornament is engraved 
with caustic water, the design appearing in relief. 

Plate 70. — Grille for Head of a Door in Florence, and 
Portion of Screen of Lateral Chapel in S. Anastasia 
in Verona. 

Sixteenth century work; 1 fe real size. Knobs of 
screen in brass. 

Plate 71. — Sgraffito Ornaments. — The originals, modern 
work in the rich style of the later Renaissance, deco- 
rate the window piers of a great palace front, other- 
wise not remarkable. 

Plate 72. — Napkin for Damask Weaving, designed by 
L. Hellmuth in Munich.
